sterday, which gave Tracy a plurality of 33, 
was almost absolutely correct. A typograph- 
ical error in the returns of one precinct 
credited Wherry with one vote less than he 
bad received according to the poll books re- 
turn. If the Post-DISPATCH returns in the re- 
maining eight wards are as correct as the 
official count shows the figures were in the 
first twenty wards, Mr. Tracy will be given 
the certificate of election on a plurality of 32 
votes. 

Two incidents of to-day’s count show the 
perfection of the system which Recorder of 
Voters Williams has introduced for securing 
accurate returns. Each poll was furnished 
with a tally-sheet. This was divided into 
columns marked 5, 10, 15, etc. In each space 
opposite the name ofeach candidate is marked 
in light green lines four strokes with a 
cross stroke. When making the countthe 
judges read offthe ballots while the clerk 
tallied each vote on the sheet carefully mark- 
ing over the light green lines for every 
ballot. On referring to the column number 
and n over the strokes in the unulled 
space the judges are enabled to state the re- 
sult at once. 

In the Seventeenth Ward the candidates for 
election to the House of Delegates were Jas. 
P. Egan (Dem.) and H. C. Grawe (Rep.). Ac- 
cording to the return of the judges Grawe was 
elected by a small majority. on cast- 
ing the ballots it appeared 

vote for Delegates was 
in excess ofthe total vote for, the candidate 
for any other office in Precinct 82. The return 
gave Grawe 153 votes and Egan 82. On refer- 
ence to the tally sheets it was shown that 
only 133 votes were recorded for Grawe, 
which gave Egan a plurality of 12. 
At the count to-day Egan presented affidavits 
from the Judges and Clerks of Election 
both Democratic and Republican in verifica- 
tion of his claims. His panto | holds that 
there is now no question about Eagan’s elec- 
tion. 

The other close race was for delegate in the 
Twenty-first Ward. There were 2,010 votes 
castin this ward, which were equally dis- 
tributed. Mr. L. W. Blanke, the o mo- 
cratic candidate, against Mr. C. Schomhardet, 
n was present at the official count 
and ssid he was confident that the first re- 
— were correct and that the vote was a 
tle. 


In this case the facts will be reported by the 
House of Delegates on next Saturday, and the 
Mayor will at once order a special election in 
the ward. 

Mr. G. P. Bell dropped in to comfort his 
Democratic fellows who were on the anxious 
bench. Though defeated, he had the satis- 
faction of having received 6,000 more votes 
than he did in his race for the Council. 

The count will be completed late this after- 
noon unless some unlooked-for complication 
arises.

MARTIN NEISER’S CONTEST. 


He Claims Emile Themas Is Not Eligible to 
the Office of City Marshal. 


Martin Neiser, the present incumbent of the 
office of City Marshal and late Democratic 
candiaate for re-election, this afternoon 
befere Judge Valliant in Circuit Court 
room No. 6, by his attorney, W. C. Marshall, 
made application for an injunction against 
Emile Thomas, the successful contestant for 
the office at Tuesday’s election, and Henry W. 
Williams, Recorder of Voters. The injunction 
is prayed to prevent Thomas from usurping 
the office of City Marshal and Williams from 
issuing a certificate of election to Thomas. 
The basis of the prayer is the allegation 
that Thomas Was not eligible at 
the time of his election. Section 
10 of article 4 of the city charter, provides that 
city officers must bave paid thelr city taxes at 
the time of their election, and must not be in 
debt the city. Neisser alleges that 
Thomas’ property was assessed to 
be worth n 1885 and 1886, 
$400 in 1887 and $1,000 in 1888, but that he has 
failed and neglected to pay the taxes due 
under these assessments, and has not for 
four years paid any tax to the city.

Highway Robbers Sent to the Penitentiary 
—Other Cases Disposed Of. 


In the Criminal Court this morning the case 
against Gustave Meyers and Dick McAndrews 
occupied the greater portion of the time.

Arrest of a Bold Gang of Firebugs and An- 
archiste. 


JERSEY Cr, N. J., April 4.—The leader of 
a gang of firebugs, who have been fleecing in- 
surance companies, was arrested in this city 
yesterday. The fact was kept secret as the 
officials hoped to secure the arrest 
of another member of the gang. 
The prisoner, Bernard Blume, 


was taken to Brooklyn, where three other 
members of the gang, Frederick Feight, Fred- 
erick Freund and Frank Dussing are in cus- 
tody. The method of the gang was to rent 
stores, putin a small stock and obtain a heavy 
insurance on the stock and fixtures.

A 
slow fuse was used to ignite the powder, which 
exploded the bladder, and like a flash the 
lace would be ablaze, teaving no trace of the 
neendiary work except the broken lamp to 
deceive the insurance people.

THE TROUBLE IN HAYTI. 


Hyppolite Offers Terms of Compromise to 
Gen. Legitime. 


By Telegraph to the Post -DISPATCH. 

New YorK, April 4.—The Clyde steamer 
George W. Clyde got in from Cape Haytien 
yesterday. The Peace Commission of three, 
which Legitime sentto Hippolyte aboard the 
Delta, lett for home while the Clyde was in 
port. They brought Hippolyte a proposition 
for a basis of peace, which retired Hippolyte 
practically to private life and left Legitime 
President. Hippolyte did not take kindly 
to this proposal. He told the com- 
missioners to tell Legitime that 
peace could be had only on these 
terms: That both Hippol and Legitime 
should retire to private life; that neither 
should again be a candidate for the Presi- 
dency ; that a general election should be held; 
that no government officials must attend the 
national convention as delegates, and that 
there must be no sold lers in the town where 
the convention is held. 

News also comes by the Clyde that Presi- 
dent Hereaux of San Domingo formally 
recognized Legitime as President of Hayti 
when he ordered the Mercedes and 
Carondelet out of Dominican waters. Both 
these vessels were in the harbor of Cape Hay- 
tien bristling with guns when the Clyde left. 
The Mercedes is now called the Jacmel. Capt. 
Connors and his crew of twenty-seven, who 
took the Carondelet down, came back on the 
Clyde. Capt. Scholtz of the steamer 
KI Oallio, which has just arrived, says 
Hippolyte is scouring the coast in 
search of able-bodied men for his new navy. 
The navy, as it now lies off Cape Haytien, 
consists of the El Presidente, the Mercedes 
and the Carondelet. Capt. Scholtz says that 
on March 26, at 10:10 a. m., an earthquake last- 
ing several seconds was felt in and near Port- 
de-Paix. He did not hear of any loss of life or 
property. The Clyde also heard of the earth- 
quake.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 


The Law Protecting Game Amended—The 
Senate Telephone Bill. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPaTcu. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 4.—Unusual inter- 
est was created in the House this morning 
over the bill to limit the shooting of game. 
Twelve separate attempts to amend the bill 
failed and finally the House agreed to an 
amendment totally prohibiting the spring 
shooting of ducks and other water fowl, and 
in this form the bill was ordered engrossed 


for passage. 

The House refused, by a vote of 84 to 24 
suspend the rules and consider the Senate bill 
fixing telephone rates. The bill to make the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
elective was passed 2 28 majority, and 
the bill to make April 30 a 3 al holiday passed 
without opposition. The House next passed 
the agricultural appropriation bill and then 
adjourned. 

The McDonald bill for non-partisan boards 
of trustees for the State charitable institutions 
was to-day sent to third reading in the Sen- 
ate, after a hard struggle, in which the Re- 
publicans manifested bitter opposition. The 
vote on its advancements 19. 

A resolution, introduced by Mr. Chapman, 
was adopted instructing the Commissioners 
of the Joliet and Chester Penitentiaries to in- 
vestigate as to the cost of manufact 
binding twine by penitentiary convicts. 

Several bills were passed, and the Senate 
adjourned.

THE LESSON OF THE RETURNS. 

In the light of the returns from Tues- 
day’s election it is easy to point out the 
blunders of both parties in the selection 
of their candidates. 

The chief blunder, however, was that of 
hasty action in forming the body of the 
tickets, based on other cpusiderations be- 
sides that of fitness for the office. Never 
was the fact of the increasing independ- 
ence of voters in municipal eleoc- 
tions. more tboroughly demonstrated 
than in this contest. In the choice 
of executive officers the division 
between the two parties is as nearly equal 
as possible, the Republicans winning the 
odd office and this following a Republican 
majority of over 5,000 last November. 
The majorities of the successful candi- 
dates of both parties ranged from less 
than a hundred to several thonsand votes. 
While personal popularity entered to 
some extent into the result it must be ad- 
mitted that unobjectionable records and 
personal fitness for the offices were the 
chief elements of success. There is no 
question that changes in candidates 
would have given different results in sev- 
eral cases. 

The conclusion from these facts 1s in- 
evitable. They prove beyond doubt that 
the day of certain party majorities in 
municipal elections is past. The valuable 
lesson which both parties may gain from 
the figures is that the only guarantee of 
sucoéss in city elections hereafter is the 


personal fitness of candidates.

DISFRANCHISED VOTERS. 

In some precincts Tuesday, we know 
not how many, there were loud com- 
plaints on the part of old residents who 
have been well known voters atthe same 
precincts for years, but who found them- 
selves disfranchised by the registration 
revisers. When they tried to vote late in 
the evening they found that their names 
had been wrongfully taken off the lists 
without notice of any kind tothem. In

STILL LOVES THE BRUTE. 
Blind Mrs. Bohan Visits Her Fiendish Hus- 
band in Auburn Prison. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaToOR. 

AUBURN, N. 8 April 4.—A large, middle- 
aged woman, biind in both eyes and led by a 
young lady of 16, applied at the prison gate 
yesterday morning for admission. She asked 
to see Wm. Bohan, ber husband, who re- 
ceived a draft from Sing Sing last October and 
was serving a 27 year sentence for gouging her 
eyes out. Because of hig terrible crime Bohan 
has been ostracised by his fellow convicts. 
Even thieves, burglars and murderers 
show their detestation of the man who could 
treat his wife so. For the pust two weeks 
Boban has been an inmate of the hospital, 
suffering from a severe attack of pneumonia. 
He has n in communication with his wife, 
and when she heard lm was sick she deter- 
mined to visit him, arriving at the prison yes- 
— accompanied her niece. She was 
— tted to visit her brutal husband in the 

ospital, and their meeting was very affection- 
ate. He walked ap to her and placing his 
hands on her cheeks kissed her several times. 
He then led her to achair near his bed and 
spent an hour in earnest conversation, during 
which the convict husband cried like a child. 

The sight of the blind woman coming to visit 
the man who had caused ber so much misery 
surprised even the prison officials. To one of 
them who expr his surprise to the wife 
she said: 1 forgave him and still love him. 
The woman’s niece, a sister’s daughter, re- 
ceived the man very coolly, and through the 
interview she never spoke to her uncle. 
A reporter saw rs. Bohan and 
she said that, while she was unable 
to account for her 88 she still 
loved the man and would live w th him again 
to-morrow if he were released from prison. 
She added that it was hard to keep him in 

rison as it did her no good and was an in- 

ury tohim. She excused his crime by saying 
that he was intoxicated else he never would 
have injured her. 

‘*When sober,’’ she said, ‘‘he always treated 
me kindly.’’ She added that when sent to 
prison he deeded to her all his pruperty, 
amounting to about $7,000. She said: ‘‘A wife s 
a wife, andIcan’t help my feelings. Ilove 
my husband stilland would do anything for 
him. As soon as Jam able I sball set about 
obtaining his — and if successful we 
shall live togetber as before. 

She was asked if the neighbors would not 
interfere and make it unpleasant for the man 
if he returned to Far Rockaway. ‘‘No,’’ said 
the woman, ‘‘they would not dare lay violent 
bands on bim, for it they hurt a hair of his 
head I would see that they were punished.’’ 


THE VESUVIUS. 


Satisfactory Trials of the New Cruiser’s 
Dynamite Guns. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsrarcsa. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 4.—Aeccording to 
contract, before the dynamite guns can be ac- 
cepted, each of the 15-inch guns must be fire 
five times in ten minutes, Or, on an average, 
once in two minutes. Ina preliminary trial 
yesterday, ten blank shots were fired in eight 
minutes, or an average of one shot in less 
than a minute. Starting with her three 


ns loaded, as would be the case in 

attle, the trial yesterday proved that 
the Vesuvius could fire eighteen shells, each 
containing 500 poundsof gelatine and dyna- 
mite, at an enemy, in six minutes. In six 
minutes the Vesuvius can steam, two quarter 
miles, firing all the time as she approaches an 
enemy. As the guns of the Vesuvius are 
fixed at a constant elevation of 18 deg., the 
range of her projectiles can be changed only 
by varying the amount of air admitted 
to the n barrel in the rear 
of the shell. The air is always admitted from 
the firing reservoir to the gun ata pressure of 
1,000 pounds per square inch, and the vaive 
which controls the admission of air must be 
so delicately adjusted that the amount ad- 
mitted may be varied at will to anicety. In 
other words, the valve must work in such 
perfection that the final pressure upon the 
shell may be diminished from 1.000 pounds 
per square inch to the pressure just sufficient 
to drop the shell a short distance from the 
muzzle. 

To attain such perfection in the firing valve 
using such enormous pressures many trials 
and experiments have been necessary.

THE PRICE OF ICE.

Dealers to Meet on Saturday to Discuss the 
Subject Further, 


The advance of 100 percent in the price of 
ice, which was published exclusively in yes- 
terday’s POST-DISPATCH, caused much com- 
ment among citizens generally. It is gener- 
ally thought a pool has again been formed, 
although the wholesale dealers deny it. The 
meeting to bave been held yesterday after- 
noon was postponed until Saturday afternoon, 


as it was seen all the wholesale dealers could 
not be present. It is doubtful if an organiza- 
tion can be formed, so antagonistic are the 
men in the business. Some have put up 
ice cheaper than others, and can sell it 
cheaper. This is the greatest obstacle. An- 
other is the difference’ of opinion as to the 
grades of ice and their values. Northern ice, 
though of the same thickness as Iilinois River 
ice, will seli higher this year, but some think 
itought not. Still another objection is the 
fact that some dealers made contracts last 
year and this year to furnish ice to large con- 
sumers at a stated sum. This sum will not 
pay the cost of handling this year, to say 
nothing of the profit. From what the dealers 
say the ice season coming will be a blue one 
for the handlers.

A LABORER’sS TERRIBLE CRIME, 


Edward Diets Murders His 3-Year-Old Child 
and Commit Suicide. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 4.—Edward Dietz, a 
laborer, who resides with bis wife and family 
on Craig street, below Center avenue, killed 
one of his children, a little girl 8 years of age, 
and then cut his own throat. The deed 


was the outcome of a quarrel 
petween Dietz and his wife which started 
last night. Mrs. Dietz swore out a 
warrant for her husband’* arrest for assault, 
anda constable was sent after him, but he 
drove the officeraway. Mrs. Dietz was afraid 
to return home and this morning, with two 
officers, went to the house and found the 
doors barricaded. They were broken open 
and upon going up-stairs a borrible sight met 
their gaze. Lying on one bed was the littie 
child with her throat cut from ear to ear, and 
on another bed was Dietz with a gaping wound 
in his throat and arazor tightly clutched in 
his hand. Both were dead. The crime 
had evidently been committed early 
in the night as the bodies were cold. Mrs. 
Dietz was so terribly shocked at the horrible 
affair that she is quite ill. The murderer and 
suicide was 45 years ot age. He was a German 
and was the father of several other children, 
who, fortunately, were not at home, or they 
might have shared the same fate as their little 
sister. A mania of suicide is prevalent here. 
Within the past week nine attempts at seif 
destruction have been made and six of them 
were successful.

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 4.—A movement is on 
foot, in which it is said all the prominent coke 
manufactures are interested, to organize the 
old coke syndicate. The purpose of the new 
organization is to raise the price of coke to at 
least $1.25 per ton and adhere strictly to that 
figure. When the old syndicate disbanded, 
about a year anda half ago, the price was at 
that time as high as $2 8 Since that the 
various dealers have n cutting the price 
until there was no money in it at all, some of 
them selling as low as $1.15 and $1.10 per ton.

THE BONNET IN CHURCH. | 


SEVERAL Sr. LOUIS CLERGYMEN DISCUSS 
THE SUBJECT. 


They Insist That There Is Nothing in Wom- 
an’s Attire Which Should Distract the 
Worshiper — Rev. Charles F. Deems’ 
Article Discussed—The Views of a Half 


HE SunNpay . Post- 
DISPATCH printed a 
letter from Dr. Charlies 
F. Deems of New 
York on ‘‘ Bonnets and 
Sermons,’’ which has 
caused a good deal of 
attention in St. Louis 
and started the minis- 
tera talking about a

cially to hear, that little piece of a woman's 
dress, made of material that was soft and lacey 
on which reposed a cluster of leaves and 
flowers, of colors that contrasted attractively, 
held his thoughts and took them away from 
the actof worship he had come to perform. 
Dr. Deemsconcludes with an appeal to the 
ladies to sa reform their bonnets that they will 
no longer De the cause of inattention at places 
of public worship and to save their brilliant 
costumes for entertainments and gatherings 
where fine dressing is appropriate and relig- 
ious worship is no part of the duty they have 
to perform. 

The clergymen here seem to think that St. 
Louis is not as much given to gay dressing in 
church as Dr. Deems’ letter might lead one to 
believe, ane they contrast St. Louis congrega- 
tions very favorably with those of other cities. 

REV. P. d. ROBERT 
was asked ifhe had seen Dr. Deems’ article 
and what he thought of it. 

Tes, he replied, I read it with a good 
deal of interest, and I was somewhat sur- 
priséd, not that Dr. Deems should have writ- 
ten, advocating plain dress in church, but that 
he had been attracted, and his attention dis- 
tracted by a bonnet. Ido not understand how 
one can be led away from an act of worship by 
a bonnet or dress. I’m quite sure that one's 
clothes would never occupy my attention in 
cburchy and I think that it the 
congregation is looking at bonnets 


instead of listening to the sermon it is 
because the preacher hasn’t much to say that 
is worth hearing. Idonotthink that people 
should dress stylishly when they go to church, 
not because it takes their attention away froin 
worship, but because it is likely to keep the 
poor away. Those who cannot wear hand- 
some clothes are reticent about seeking a 
place among those who do, even in church, 
and fashionable dressing may kee them 
away when they are incline and 
even anxious to come to the house 
of God to 1 their religious duty. Peo- 
pie should dress according to their means, but 
plainly. Ido not think it is best to come into 
the presence of God decked in gaudy attire. 
There are some people who go tochurch when 
they have new clothes and when those have 
grown old they stay away until they get more 
new ones. A few, Isuppose, want to display 
their fine bonnets in church, but I think that 
nearly allthe people who dress handsomely 
in church dress handsomely everywhere.’’ 
DR. JOHN MATHEWS 
of the Centenary Methodist Church said: 1 
noticed the dressing of the women in my con- 
2 more in the South than I do here. 
here they wear finer and richer fabrics than 
the women of the North do, and the colors are 
much brighter. We often talked over the ap- 
pearance of the congregation when I was in 
the South, for sometimes, in fine weather, 
the gathering looked like & congregation 
of butterflies. And as for bonnets! 
Why some of the ladies, at least 
I have been told so, 1 notice 
such things very little myseli—had the rib- 
bons on their bonnets — e so that they could 
lift them all off and put others on, and Iwas 
told that they never wore the same ribbons 
two Sundays in succession. We supposed 
then that the women ofthe Nortb laid. aside 
their fine dresses when they wentto church, 
and used thatasan argument with the mem- 
bers of our churches, but Dr. Deems to have 
found the same trouble here. I 
really pay 80 little attention to 
the people in the congregation when 
lam preaching that I don’t know what they 
wear, but I think itis best for them always to 
dress plainly when they go to church, for the 
one thought which should occupy their minds 
is religious worship, and anything that takes 
the attention away from that is out of place. 
The rule I myself follow is to dress so that I 
will not attract or invite criticigm from either 
side; from the rich because I al poorly clad, 
or the poor because I am richly dressed.’ 
DR. P. J. GREENE 

of the Grand Avenue Baptist Church said: ‘‘I 
think you might put a dozen ladies before me 
in church, and I would never notice what sort 
of bonnets they wore. I might notice that 
their hats were made of fine material, per- 
haps, butI surely would not sto to think 
about them and they certainly would not take 
my attention away from worship. IfIsawa 
woman in church, who was dressed in such a 
to attract attention, I should 

sorry for her, and that would 
be the end of it. Ido not know much about 
the fine 8 of church-goers. I have 
heard that the Fifth Avenue churches of New 
York are fashionable, but there is no such 
thing asa fashionable church in St. Louis. I 
know of no cnurch here that would be foolish 
enough to call itself fashionable. Gay dress- 
ing is the result of lack of refinement, and 
while I approve of ahy dress reform that will 
conduce to chea news or health or a pleasanter 
appearance, do not ink Dr. 
Deems can bring about a reform 
that willrid us of conspicuous clothing and 
head-dresses. As people become more cuilti- 
vated and refined they become plainer in their 
apparel, their manners, address and every- 
thing. But there isa class of people which 
knows nothing but money. These folks know 
no difference between good and bad dressing, 
in fact they know no difference between any- 
thing and anything else.
